State governments have historically shot and killed
labor people, jailed labor people for striking for the right for
an eight-hour day, for children not working, for health care and
benefits. State government has jailed and killed labor people,
notably the Wobblies, for reading out of th e Constitution,
standing in the sguare, reading out of the Constitution, and
they jailed them, beat them, killed them, jailed them a s b e i n g
Communists. So in my labor history, I have no justification to
take this away now and then h ope t h at I c an dep en d on t h e
Legislature later to guarantee me this right. S o, t o me , a s a
laboring person and a member of a labor union, this is pretty
